In Quebeo, alluyial gold occurs in quan- 
tity along the Chaudiere and Du Loup riv- 
ers, and itis worked vigorously in a few 
places.

The Queen's Courtis composed of offi 
cors, subordinates and attendants to the 
number of nearly a thousand, the Innjority 
receiving salaries that may be called more 
than liberal, says the New York Sun. 

Firat and foremost comes the Lord 
Stoward, whose oflice 18,a political one in 
tho gift of the oxisting Ministry; his salary 
is $10,000 a yoar, He is the principal offi 
cerof the court, and has jurisdiction over 
the entire household. ‘All oflicors and ser- 
vants connected yith the court, oxcepting 
those of the Quedh's éhamber, chapol and 
stable, are subject to his orders, He ap- 
pears at court on all State occasions,and the 
subordinate officials of the household are 
appointed by him, 

The active duties of the Lord Stoward 
aro performod by the master of the house- 
hold, whose constant residence is within 
the procinets of the palace. Necessarily he 
has a largo staft of oflicers to assist him, 
having full-control over the domestic estab- 
[ishment.. Tho salary of the master is $5,700 
4 year, and ‘his\private secretary receives 
$1,500 a year. 

The Lord Treasurer ranks noxt to the 
Lord Steward, acts for himat all State 
ceremonies in case he is absent, and draws 
$4,520 a year; while to assist lim he has 
the controller of the hauschold, who also 
is paid $4,520 and likewise does nothing. 

The board of green cloth is composed of 
the four above mentioned officials and ad- 
judicates on offences committed in “certain 
parts of the palace. To assist them in their 
onerous duties,they haye a secretary at $1- 
500 a year, three accounting clerks at $1,- 
000 a year each, divers other clerks to the 
number of six, and ‘one female assist- 
ant. 

The clerk of the kitchen is an important 
functionary, evidenced by the fact that he 
gets $3,500 a yearand “found.” Under 
him he has seven clerks to keep accounts, 
check goods, as they are received, and 
gives the necessary orders to the trades- 
people, 

The chief receives $3,500 a year, and his 
four assistant cooks $1,750 each, with the 
privilege of each taking an apprentice, 
the latter having to pay a premium of 
about $1,000, @§T here are six other. assist- 
aut cooks, and twelve helpers of different 
kind?. 

The head of the’ ‘confectionery depart- 
ment of the kitchen receives $1,200 yearly, 
and his assistant $1,950, they having six 
assistants; in addition there are the pastry 
cook and. baker, with four assistants, and 
three women haying charge of the coffee 
room. The linen is looked after in the ewer 
department, consisting of ayyeoman and two 
assistants. 

The chief’ butlor recvives $2,500 a year. 
He holds an important position, inasmuch 
as he selects and buys all the wines used in 
the royal household. To properly arrange 
the table before the Queen’s dinner is 
served there are two principal table deck- 
ers with $1,000 a year each, and a second 
table decker at $750, a third at $450 and 
an assistant with $260. 

The least liberal salaries probably are 
those paid to the three women, hayin 
charge of the plate pantry, whose sited 
salaries amount to but $150,while the valu. 
ables. entrusted to their care are estimated 
to be worth from $10,000,000 to $15,000, - 
000. They have six assistants. The care 
of Her Majesty's coals must be an arduous 
duty, as it is entrusted to no less than thir- 
teen persons. 

The first and second lamplighters receive 
$500 a year each and board money, and 
have seyen assistants. 

The court of the Marshalsea is a regular 
court of justice attached to the Queen's 
household, having jurisdiction over the 
places within twenty miles from Whitehall. 
The lord steward is the judge, the function 
of the court being to administer ‘justice be- 
tween the Queen's domestic servants. ‘This 
court was established by Henry VIII., and 
now costs the nation $9,620 a year, not in- 
cluding the salary of the chief of the police 
of this court, who is called knight marshal, 
$2,500 year, and his eight assistants, with 
$500 a year each. . 

On Maundy Thursday of each year, and 
twice a year in Scotland Yard, alms are dis- 

| tributed to the poor. The almonry is: the 
office that looks after these distributions, 
| the principal two officers of which are called 
| the hereditary grand almoner and the lord 
high almoner. Both oflicers are honorary, 
but they have a secretary, who receives $1,- 

750 a year, aboub the amount distributed 

to the poor on Maundy Thursday. 

The Lord Chamberlain receives $10,000 a 
yoar, and the Vice-Chamberlain $4,620. 
‘They superintend all the oflicers and ser- 
vants belonging to the Queen's chambers,

The Mistress of the Robes draws a salary 

of $2,500, and the Groomot the Robes $4,000

tation wait on Hor Majesty o fortnight at 

' atime 

The Queen's maida of honor are eight in 

number, and receive $1,500 a year car h 

Thoy attond Her Majoaty two at a time for 

a month, thus serving but three months in 


Eight sergeants-at-arms draw $500 a year 
apiece. Their duties are now nomial, 
though in the days of the Joust and teurney 
they wore to “hold watch outside the royal 
tent in complete armor, with bow, arrow a, 
sword and mace of office; and to capture 
any traitors about the court and other great 
offenders.” 

Other relics of past ages are three kings- 
of-arms and six heralds 

Last in the Lord Chamberlain’s depart 
ment are messengers innumerable, palace 
inspectors, nine housckeopers, sixty house 
maids, three linen-room women and two 
attoudants to show the public through 
Windsor Castle, with salaries ranging from 
a nominal sum to $1,500, 

The ecclesiastics, with their necessary 
following, attached to the household are 
many in number and cost a large sum 
yearly in salaries. The list isas follows : 
** Dean and sub-dean of the chapel royal, 
St. James’; the clerk of the closet, three 
deputy clerks, a resident chaplain, a closet 
keeper, forty-eight chaplains in ordinary 
and ten priests in ordinary,with four chap- 
lains, three preachers and three readers 
for the chapels at Whitehall Hall, Hamp- 
ton, Windsor and Kensington; also a choir 
of boys, four organists, two composers, a 
violinist, a sergeant of the vestry and a 
master of boys.” 

For doctors, etc., $13,500 a year is paid. 

The State band, although it is seldom 
heard, costs $9,580 a year, 

We next come to the poet laureate, who 
draws inspiration from the State at the 
rate of $500 a year, 

The master of the tennis court does 
nothing, for which he receives $660 a year. 
After him, with nominal duties, come the 
burgomaster and two watermen, whose 
united salaries amount to $2,000 a year ; 
the keeper of the swans, a keeper of the 
jewels, in the tower, an exhibitor of the 
jewels, a principal librarian, a librarian in 
ordinary, a painter 4nd & surveyor of pic- 
tures. 

During the reign of Henry VIII., he 
instituted the corps of gentleman pension- 
ers, composed of members of the highest 
families, selected by himself. They bore 
this title until the accession of William 1V., 
when‘it was changed to that of gentlemen- 
at-arms. The corps now consist  princi- 
pally of half pay officers, but is still main- 
tains its high tone, and under no consider- 
ation is a tradesiman allowed to enter. The 
appointments in it now are regularly 
bought and sold, and bring good prices, 
the office of Lieutenant and Silver Stick 
having been known to bring $50,000. [The 
cost of running the corps is $25,000 a year. 
The Captain and Gold Stick has a salary of 
$5,000, the Lieutenant and Silver Stick 
$2,500, and each of the forty gontleman-at- 
arms $500, and $15 a day for travelling ex- 
penses were ordered on country service, 

The beef-eaters,or body guard of yeomen, 
will be remembered by all who haye visited 
the tower of their peculiar garb of the 
Tudor period. Their captain,always a peer, 
receives $5,000 a year, and the men $450 
a year each. 

The Master of the Horse spends $62,815 
a year. Under him are different equerries 
and pages of honor, a sergeant footman, 
fifteen footmen, twelve coachmen, twenty 
grooms aad fifty helpers.

To investigate the mysteries of oyater 
farming would open the oyes of tho pig 
breeders and clickon raisers, and from 
What was learned of tho business yesterday 
it may. be safoly said, that it will be some 
years before ‘*fanciers' will take a fancy 
to this kind of pastime, aud worry their 
brains as to how oyster oggs should” be in- 
cubated, or how the young fry should be 
housed and reared, A good hen will lay 
200 eggs ina year. A good oyster, if well 
fed and cared for will lay 128,000,000, But 
thord ia no boninza in this, for oyster ogya 
don't bring quite as much a dozen as’ hons’ 
oggs, and itis nob every man who knows 
whether he is handling oyster egys ov not. 
In hatching the hen sits on her eggs. The 
oyster eggs set thomselves, is it were, and 
hatch into delightfulorphanhood, They 
hatch in from four to) ton hours, and they 
are nover annoyed with wet feathors ; they 
aro curious little thinys. Professor Rice, 
who has charge of the oyster hatchery at 
Cold Springs, says, that their heads resem- 
ble a high-crowned Derby hat, while their 
tails can scarcely be distinguished from a hat 
of soft felt, with the brim turned down all 
around. These beings disport themselves in 
the water, ave freo swimmers, for three. or 
four days, and gradually assume the shape of 
round clams, Finally, they ‘set’’upon sonié 
object in the water,a stone niost likelyif one 
is at- handy and ‘then take upon: themselves 
thepersonalityof the oyster.

A Fenian Funeral, 


Denis Duggan was Carried to the 
Grave. 


How 


Dublin has been the scene of an oxtra- 
ordinary demonstration. Denis Duggan, 
who died in that city recently, was an ac- 
tive’ member of the Fenians between 1861 
and 1867. He was'one of those who par- 
ticipated in the rescue of James Stevens 
from Richmond Prison. He was one of 
the leadérs at the Fenian rising’ in the 
county Dublin in’ 1867, but he escaped to 
America, and some years later was ono of 
tho8e who successfully planned and aided 
in the liberation of the Fenian military 
prisoners in Australia, 

Duggan returned to Ireland ‘about & 
month since to die at home, being in a 
very advanced stage of consumption. The 
moment his death became known it was 
resolved to giye him a lying-in-stateand a 
public funeral. Accordingly the remains 
weré remhoved to the ‘Bricklayers’ Hall, 
Cuffe street—though the deceased was a 
coach painbbe anid thousands went thither 
to show their respect for the deceased.’ By 
announcemont'in the newspapers & public 
funeral was “arranged for. The various 
trades, with their bands, assembled in 
Stephen's Green at’ 10 o'clock. |The 
pdople having been duly marshalled, 
set out on the route usually adopted on 
the occasions of all great public displays 
in the city. First came a; lad on horse- 
back, in. Emmet ‘costume, including ‘tho 
green coat, cocked. hat and top boots. 
Then followed about ten thousand persons 
in orderly array! Each contingent was 
headed by a band, of which there were at 
least twenty. The processionists, as a rulo 
wore crape armlets or green and cape roset- 
tes. Each band played alternately tho 
**Dead March” and the ‘‘Adeste,  Fideles” 
the drums being muffled. There was a sol- 
emnair about the procession that was very 
impressive. 

The corpse was drawn in ali open hearse 
by four horses, fome eight men acting as 
pall bearers, The coffin was onyéluped at 
the foot by the American flag, and at the 

head by a green tlag bearing a crownless 
harp. ‘Upon the breastplate’ was an in- 
bcription mentioning the age, place of birth 
and death of ‘Captain Denis Duggan, of 
the United States Army” and underneath 
were tho words, ‘ And of the lrish Army.”’ 
Immediately following the hearse came two 
men, one of whom carried the American 
flag, and the other a green flag both folded 
and shrouded in crape.

The firemen were early on hand and both 
ateain engines were put into rervice, but the fire 
had made such rapid headway that there were 
no hopes of saving the hotel and the firemen 
turned their attention to saving the adjoining 
property, By four o'clock the whole structure 
was in ruins, No furniture was saved. By great 
exertions on the part of the firemen, the firs was 
confined to the hotel. The building was owned 
by B. M. Britton and was insured, It was one 
of the finest buildings in the city and com- 
mratively new. Martin O'Brien was the lessee.

LONDON, Ont , Oct. 4.—Tho southern counties 
fair at St. Thomas closed yesterday. Owing to 
tho rain durmypiths greater part of the week the 
attehdance wig sinall and the Association lost 
about 82,000; They were heavilyan debt before, 
the property of the Association was mortgaged

prizes. The Sti Thomas papers published ap- 
peals to the prize winners to refuse their prize 
money, and thiw did the Aasociation, and in 
many cases this was done, The directors, at a

| Vietorles Reported on Both Sides.—No Dec- 
laration of War yet—A Naval Encounter. 
| Paris, Oct. 4.—General Delisle sends a 
‘despatch stating that learning that Chinese 
troops between Bacle and Langson were 
moving forward, he took measures neces- 
| sary to drive them back to their gunboats. 
| A brilliant engagement ensued, 4,000 Chi- 
| nese troops being pitted against him. Com- 
mander Chalie of the Massue was killed in 
the tight. When the despatch was sent, 
the Chinese were being steadily driven back 
| and had lost heavily, 

Admiral Courbet telegraphed from Kee- 
lung under date of yesterday as follows : 
“'T commenced operations against Keelung 
Wednesday by occupying the heights of St. 
Clement. The Chinese forces, after a fair- 
ly warm engagement Wednesday night, 
evacuated two of their works westward of 
the heights,which we afterwards occupied. 
I am now fortifying them, and shall oper- 
ate Saturday against their works eastward 
of the height. Our loss was four killed, one 
missing andthirteen wounded. The Chinese 
loss is estimated at from eighty to 100 killed 
and from 200 to 300 wounded. Admiral 
Lespes:commenced an attack upon Tomsui 
on Thursday, and will occupy that port if 
possible,’’ 

Advices from Hanoi to-day state that the 
gunboats Mousqueton, Massne and Hoche, 
while cruising in advance of a party’ which 
was reconngitering in the valley of Loch- 
nan, were attacked hy Chinese regulars, 
One French ofticer was killed and_ thirty 
men wounded, Reinforcements have al- 
ready arrived on the scene of the encounter, 
and others under command of Gen. Negrier 
have left Hanoi. 

Panis, Oct. 6. —Courbet telegraphs as fol- 
lows: ‘‘We have completed the occupation 
of Keelung without resistance, The bat- 
teries at Tomsui are dismantled. It will be 
necessary® before proceeding to the coal 
mines to fortify the principal positions so 
as to enable a small force to hold them. 
The sunken junks and torpedoes in the 
river are being remoyed,"’ Col. Negrier is 
massing his troops to march against the 
Chinese in Tonquin and an engagement is 
expected. Courbet has ordered Lespes to 
act cautiously at Tomsui and not to land 
his forces unless able to hold the position.

The King of Cyprus, | 
Col, Louis de Lusignan’s death at St. 
Potorsburg was announced only a few days 
ago. This gentleman rejoiced in the eplen- 
did but imaginary titles of ‘King of Cy- 
prus, King of Armenia, and King of Jer- 
usalem,” and if fortune had been more} 
kind he might have wielded the sceptre of | 
his forefathers, for Louis de Lusignan was 
desconded in a direct line from the highest 
nobility of the Crusades, and his headship 
of the family was recognised by the 
Lusignans' of France. His grandfather 
settled in Russia at the time of the French 
Resolution, and the late Colonel was a 
Russian subject and a soldier of the Czar, | 
yot he carefully preserved the records of | 
his race and the proofs of his royal descent, | 
never abandoning the hope that the king- 
doms of Cyprus and Armenia would, soon- | 
er or later, be revived and himself made 
their King. At every crisis of the Otto- 
man Empire—in 1829, in 1832, in 1840, in 
1852, aud again in 1872—he advanced his 
ciaiins and demanded the restitution of his 
realm. In 1879 this poor Prince, in parti- 
bus infidelium, protested against’ the usur- 
pation of his Kingdom of Cyprus by Lord 
Beaconsfield ; he addressed a big memoir | 
on the same subject to the congress of Ber- 
lin, and a little later he demanded from 
Turkey the modest sum of £20,000,000 for 
the surrendor of his rights over Palestine 
and Arnienia. He was buried in the cerme- 
tery of Smolensko in a coffin ornamented 
with a tciple royal escutcheon, and his son 
Michael is now chief of the house of Lusig- 
nan in his stead, But though he has in- 
herited the family name he has not inherit- 
ed the family folly, for, wiser than his 
father, he sees that an age in which reign- 
ing monarchs can hardly hold their own is 
nota favorable one for royal pretences, 
cither true or false, —The Spectator.

Cleaning Silk and Satin, 

To cloan silk or satin dresses it is well 
to take out tho sleoves, and separate tho 
skirt from tho bodice or waistband, Have 
two oarthware veasela which will hold about 
two gallons each, and put halfia gallon of 
camphine into each. Soak the bedico in 
the first pan, and when wetted lay, it on 
the cleaning board (as described) w rong 
side up. Withone of the scouring brushes 
clean the lining firat, then turn and clean 
tho outside as fast as possiblé. Plunge it 
again in the first pan. ‘Take it up and 
allow some liquor to run off Plunge it in 
the second, and drain for a few 
over tho latter. Turn the plain side of 
the cleaning board, spread a clean sheet 
out on it, take the bodice, which has well 
dripped, and Jay it down sinoothly, allow- 
ing no cruinpling; rub well with clean 
Tndia cotton cloth until quite dry. Treat 
tho sleeves, then the skirt, as far as possi- 
ble in the same Way. Hang in up in a hot 
room for twelve hours to take off the sinell 
of the camphine. 

Sik dresses are more offectively cleaned 
when the breadths are separated. In such 
a case the cost of camphine may be saved 
by substituting soap, but several pans of 
cold water must be rgady at hand, as not 
more than five minutes should be spent 
over each breadth, from first to last, or it 
will have an unmistakably washed, instead 
of a cleaned appearance. Nover brush 
silks or satins across the width, as doing so 
causes them to fray out ard spoils thom 
for remaking. 

Dissolve two pounds of soap in two gal- 
lons of boiling water;use when cold. Have 
four pans of cold water, with four pails of 
water in cach. Into one of these puta 
sinall quantity of the dissolved soap, mak- 
ing a weak liquor. Tntoanother, dissolve 
a quarter of a pound of tartaric acid for 
spiriting. ‘The ether two pans are for rin- 
sing. Spread a width wrong side upward 
upon a scouring board, being Barottit that 
the latter is quite clean. Pour over it suf- 
ficient of the dissolved soap to wet it thor- 
oughly, and well brush it, lengthwise, with 
a soft brush; then turn and treat the right 
side in the same way. Passthe silk through 
the thin soap liquor; then in one, and then 
in the other of two rinsing pans. Handle 
it well in the spixiting pan and take it up 
to drain, Have the board and clean sheet 
as in the camphine method, and dry with 
clean cloths. Afterall the breadths are 
done, not more than’ five minutes being 
spert over each, they must be finished ina 
frame, or on the stulfed board, one by one. 

Most silks require a littlo stiffening, 
which is the last process. For black silks 
and satins asize mado of old black kid 
gloves is’ excellent, and as these are the 
most useful of all a Jady’s possessions when 
no longer fit to wear, it is comforting to be 
able to turn them to account. The gloves 
are to be cut up into small pieces, put into 
a vessel of cold water, a stone jar or porce- 
Jainrlined sauco-pan, and slowly simmered 
for an hour or two, or until the quantity of 
water is reduced to one-half ; strain through 
fine muslin and use warm, but not hot. 
Another size, that usually applied by dyers, 
is made of parchment shavings or cuttings, 
washed, cleaned and simmered slowly like 
the gloves, oue pound of parchment to,four 
quarts of water boiled to two quarts and 
strained. One teacupful of this to a quart 
of water is enough for silk finishing. ‘Take 
the board with the stuffed ‘covering, lay on 
itone of the cleaned breadths flat, no 
wrinkles, Sponge it carefully and eyenly 
with the size and water. Pin alsin the two 
enda of the silk on the board, two sides. 
Two persons are required for this process, 
as the silk must be well stretched.

White Pine Ornamentation. 

Some recent attempts with white pine 
appears to give it a value as an ornamental 
wood which itscommon uses have not 
heretofore suggested. The softness of its 
texture and its susceptibility to injury may 
have had some influence in preventing its 
general use for ornamental purposes, but 
the wood can be “filled,” so that much of 
this objection is removed. Its pure white 
color — white as compared with other 
woods—recommends it for purposes for 
which holly has been heretofore used ; and 
the size of the timber from which clear 
lumber may be cut is greatly in its favor, 
boards ofa width of sixteen and ‘even 
twenty inches being not uncommon, with 
no shade of distinction between sap wood 
and heart, and only the faintest percepti- 
ble grain. Some specimens lately examin- 
ed show a greatly enhanced beauty by 
very simple treatment—the filling with 
warm shellac varnish, bleached shellac 
in alcohol, applied witha brush while 
warm. Several coats are given, the last 
coat being rubbed with pumice and rotten 
stone moistened with water, not oil. A 
finish of a flowing coat of copal varnish 
completes the preparation. Thus treated 
the wood is of a faint creamy tint with an 
appearance of somi-transparency Be witi

SHAT LAND PURCHASE. 


The London Advertiser, dropping its lying 
version of Sir John A. Macdonald's spooch 
at Yorkville in 1852, now devotes itself to 
contending that the Indians had no title to 
the lands in the disputed territory, Ww hich 
tho Dominion purchased from thom, It 
says : 

Sir John Macdonald assuinedithat the lands 
belonged not to Ontario but.to the Indians, and 
that ho. had purchased them from the Indians. 
Sir John Macdonald, as Prime Minister of Can- 
ada, had no moro authority to parete tho 
Orown Lands of Ontario from the Indians than 
hebhas te purchase Sitting Bull's claims among 
the Deadwood hills of Dakota. ©The Jancd be- 
inv to the Province and not to. the Indinus. 
Yue Indians could make no conveyance to Can: 
ada of lands within the Province of Ontario, 
other than Jands which had been legally reeerv- 
ed. ee | — 

Mr,/Mackenzie evidently held the same 
opinion as to the Indian title that SirJohn 
did) for he said—as we haye more than once 
quoted him—in a speech delivered in the 
House of Commons cn February 19th, 1880; 


“Tho Dommion of Canada treated these sub- 
sidies under the Robinson treaty as @ mere miat- 
ter of account, chargeable against the Province 
of Ontano, and all the money that the Dominion 
pays out for subsidies to the Indians upon and 
withinethe territory of Ontario, is to be repaid to 
the Dominion Government by Ontario, Now I 
recollect well. calling Mr. Mowat’s attention to 
this very thing. I have no strong impression of 
that territory, and I told him that, so far as my 

J opinion was concerned, I would rather 
hace the Indian money paid back than have pos- 
seanion of Ure territory.” 


Had Mr. McKenzie and his colleayues 
held that the Indians had no title in the 
lands.in question; they would have becen 
criminally regardless of their duty in con- 
tinuing to pay to those Indians the 
subsidies which they were receiving in con- 
sideration of roliuquishing their title to 

those lands. As thoy have never, up to 
the present, objected to the payment of the 
subsidies, it is clear that they did not dis- 
pute the right which the Indians claimed in 
the premises, (That Ontario will repayithe 
amount thus expended by the Dominion, 
less receipts from the lands, 
doubt, and the Province will have a very 
good bargain at the price, dospite the ad- 
verse opinion of Mr. Mackenzie, who pre- 
ferred the Indian money to the Jands. For 
thosa who have for years assented to the 
payments to the Indians to contest thvir 
rights now is vicious. and idle, but itis a

Picturesque Scenes and Coremontios on the 
Kiver Min, 


There are, says Miss.C. I, Gordon Cum- 
mings, on the River Min genorally a ynul- 
titude of singularly picturesque junks lying 
abanchor just below the great bridge of 
Ten thousand Ages (Wanshow-keau) which 
connects the Isle of Nantai with the main- 
land at Fooghow ; and many delightful 
hours have Igspent rowing about among 
these to select the most striking group,and 
then sketching peacefully from the house 
boat which lay securely moored at the 
point thus chosen, But no brush—cer- 
tainly not mine—ceuld convey any correct 
impression of these strange scenes—these 
extraordinary combinations of form and 
color. Here we have a whole flotilla moor- 
ed side by side, and we look up at the ex- 
traordinary high sterns, so fantastic in 
shape, and covered with brilliant pictures 
of huge birds and gruesome dragons, or 
groups of mythological scenes. Emerald 
green, scarlet, white and gold, sienna and 
madder and prussian are so freely used, 
that even the gorgeous and very varied ban- 
ners can scarcely excel the brilliancy of the 
vessel. But the overhanging stern and huge 
unwieldly rudder cast deep shadows, which 
are carried down in the reflections, and the 
grey granite bridge, and grey and white 
clouds softening the blue sky and the dis- 
tant hills, harmonize the whole. Now we 
may change our position, so as to watch 


the great timber junks taking on their | remediless suffering, 


cargo. I say ‘‘on” advisedly, for it is all 
tied on outside, and only the stem and 
stern of a laden vessel are visible, so great 
is the bulk of timber fastened to her on 
either side ; of coarse she thus becomes 
exceedingly buoyant, for the cargo is self- 
supporting, floating on its own account! 
The prow of these yesels is shaped and 
painted to represent the face of a gigantic 
and most gaudy fish, with huge staring 
eyes, and the heavy anchor hung from its 
mouth.“ Very quaint, too; are the huge 
sails of brown or yellow matting, supported 
by cross ribs of bamboo. After a’ wet 
night, all the sails are run up to dry at 
early morning, and when half furled, the 
bamboo ribbidg is singularly suggestive 
of the wing ofthe flying) fish; from which 
doubtless the idea was first taken, When 
a junk is fully laden and on the eve of 
satling, the crew commend themselves to 
the sea-dragon in a frightfully noisy re- 
ligious sérvice. Offerings of food are 
thrown into the sea, and one of the crew 
holds up burning  joss-paper towards the 
sun, while the others produce an earsplit- 
ing din on gongs and cymbals, During 
the service the whole vessel, but especially 
the stern, is decorated with banners of 
every shape and every conceivable device, 
Thus the protection of the sea-dragon is 
invoked, aud the timber junks start on 
their seaward journey. ,

Lime Water, 

The housekeeper should never be with- 
out a bottle of lime water. ‘To have it-al- 
ways ready and in good order, with little 
expense, place in a tall quart bottle of any 
kind a gill or so of moo lime just slaked 
Then fill the bottle with rain 
or other pure water, and allow it to stand 
quietly, well corked. The lime Will settle, 
leaving clear lime water at the top. Pour 
this off gently as wanted, adding more water 
as needed, Lime water, even when close- 
ly corked, often, deteriorates ; the carbonic 
acid in the air unites with the lime and set- 
tles as an insoluble carbonate on the sides 
of the bottle, which is nearly impossible to 
remove, This will spoil the bottle for any 
Therefore select one from the 
storeroom which is not valued, but which 
has a good tight cover. A wide-mouthed 
bottle is preferable. The lime should be 


unless kept very tightly corked. A pint of 
cold water dissolves: less than ten grains of 
lime, and warm water still less. The uses 
lime water may be put to are innumerable.

Uses of Artic exploration, 
In three hundred years there have been 
sonic two hundred arctic voyages, for yari- 


ous purposes and with various fates. The 
Greely expedition was but one of thirteen 
expeditions. Five hundred men passed two 
winters within tho polar circle and nineteen 
of whom only were lost. And Lieut Ray 
says that the result of the observations of 
all these expeditions will be the doublin z of 
the world’s knowledge of the tnagnotic 
forces. That is to say,as Rev, Mr, Brooke 
Herford statesin his admirable sermon upon 
this subject, ** Not one of all the thousand 
and ten thousands craft sailing to and fro 
among the many lands of earth but will be 
a littlesurerof its compiss,and a little closer 
in its reckoning, a little safer than it ever 
was before. Is this worth knowing? Is not 
the risk,the loss, even,amply recompensed? 
But also, as Mr. Herford points out, the 
moral qualities, the patience, the courage, 
the self-denial, the faith, the endurance, 
developed by these northern researches are 
incomparable, ‘‘There is simply no other 
chapter in the history of human doings to 
be compared with it. Beside it the ad- 
ventures of commerce and conquest look 
greedy and base, the stories of chivalry are 
mere tinsel, the long heroism of the crus- 
ades seem a fevored frenzy.” Cui bono? is 
not an argument to discourage the restless 
soul which the prospect of peril inspires, 
nor will the pathetic story of the patient 
and generous endurance, amid apparently 
which the récord of 
the Greely expedition discloses dismay or 
deter other Greelys from daring the. samo 
dangers. The Arctic story is one of the 
saddest, but it is also one of the noblest, in 
the annals of human heroism.—G@eorge Wil- 
liam Curtis, in Harper's Magazine.

Tho Monster Rival to the “* Porter 
Rhodes" Diamond, 
The Diamond Tields Advertiser says 


Some few months ago, an overscor, reputed 
to be in the employ of tlio Central Diamond 
Mining Company, Kimberley mine, manag- 
ed by some means or other to pass through 
the searching-house with a 457 carat, purer 
in quality and whiter even than the me- 
morable Porter Rhodes. He was not long 
in making his ‘ find"’ hnown to four noted 
illicita in camp, who joined together to be- 
come possessor of what they knew from 
long experience to be a thing of immense 
valuo, and each of them rosolyed to pay 
for the diamond the sum of £750, or aito- 
gether £3000, naturally a very magnificent 
amount in the eyes of perhaps an im- 
pecunious servant. 

Theso illicit diamond -buyocrs who secured 
the prize played at cards night and day to 
pass away the Lime, svothe their agitated 
nerves, and principally for the object of 
considering how the diamond could be 
smuggled out of Kimberley. The play at 
cards resulted in two of the four losing their 
interest altogether in it. The other two 
managed somehow to get it along with them 
without molestation from nasty detectives, 
to Capetown, and there they sold it toa 
Capetown firm of illicit diamond-buyers for 
the sum of £19,000, a happy sale to both 
buyer and seller, considering its immense 
value, 

A member of this firm wont to England 
with the gem, and when its exceeding pur- 
ity and sparkling brilliance became known 
in Hatton Garden, a great deal of excite- 
ment arose, especially among those who 
were in the secret. Some well-known in- 
dividuals, formerly of Kimberley, organ- 
ized a syndicate of eight, who purchased 
the stone at the fabulous figure of £45,000, 
a ninth share of any increase in the price 
being still maintained—to this extent, that 
if the ‘tbeauty” realized more than the 
amount already natned, a ninth part of that 
excess was to be paid to the colonial traders 
in stolen diamonds, who are in a large way 
of business in Capetown.

Factories that used to be 
ranked awong the very first have come to 
be regarded as uneven, and shippers can- 
not engage particular brands with the same 
certainty as of oid that they will not only 
be fine, but willrun evenly all the way 
through. This is the difficulty thathas beset 
the market of 1884, nor does it seem to be 
much improved with the advent of Septem- 
ber cheese.

CHAIR OF POLITICAL ECOKOMY. 


A SCATHING REBUKE 


Vo the Globe for tts Attack on Sir John 
Macdonald and the University, 


Aft a veception te ndered by the Univor- 
sity Y. M. ©. A., Montreal, to tho largo 
Freshman class in Arts and Medicine, 
Principal Grant was present and was called 
In responding he touch 
ed upon various subjects of interest. We 
givein full his remarks on the proposed 
chairin honor of Sir John. He referred 
to the proposal of the Gazette to establish a 
chair in Queen's to be known as ** The Sir 
John A. Macdonald Chair” in the follow- 
ing language:—** The session, I am happy 
to be able to say, has opened with excellent 
promise. The next seyon monthsare likely 
to be crowded with fruitful work in every 
faculty and class-room, in which work you, 
I trust, will hold your proper place. On 
Thursday (University Day) when, in ac 
cordance with our custom for well nigh 
half a century, our formal opening takes 
pluce, it will be my duty to report as to the 
present condition of the University ; but 
at present Il cannot refrain from a refer- 
ence toa proposed addition to the numberof 
our chairs, with however a melancholy con- 
viction that proposals aro not chairs, I 
learn from the Toronto Globe that some one 
had suggested that a chair of Political 
Economy should be founded in the Uni- 
vorsity bearing the name of Sir John A. 
Macdonald tocommemorate his fortieth year 
of public service. Such a foundation seems 
to me the best possible way of honoring 
any man and at the same time doing good 
to the country for centuries to come. I 
hope it may become the fashion in the 
case of all our leading public men. But 
the Globe interposes with a demurrer in its 
usual genial style to the offect that Sir 
John knows nothing about poliiical econo- 
my. In the innocence of its heart, it ap- 
parently supposes that the man after whom 
a chair 1s called must fill it in person, or at 
any rate know a good deal about the sub- 
ject. Either stipulation would kill a yast 
majority of the benefactions that other 
colleges have received. Besides, if Sir 
John is so ignorant and if this besotted 
country of ours has again and again made 
him Premier notwithstanding, all the 
greater is the necessity for a chair of poli- 
tical economy, especially if there is no 
such chairin ony university in Canada. 
That is the conclusion to which the im- 
portial minds of freshmen would come, and

might be expected to rejoice that a reproach 
was at length to be wiped away from our 
universities. “When | was minister in Hal- 
ifax, an adherent of the church, a strong 
auti-confederate, told me one day that he 
would give up his pew if I continued to 
pray for the Government of the Dominion. 
“Why, my dear sir,”’ I answered, ‘‘no man 
in Halifax knows better than you that those 
men need to be prayed for.” The prayers 
wore retained, and so was the pew. But, 
though I mollitied the anti-confederate, 
I have no hope of mollifying the Globe. 
It would be more than willing to give Sir 
John a heavenly kingdom, but it grudges 
him even a chair on earth. Its concern 
for the honor of Queen's, too, is touching. 
‘Doubtless it is persuaded that its past record 
entitles it fo pose as the friend of Queen's. 
Our graduates generally will probably 
be wicked enough to interpret its lan- 
guage, whether used editorially or in the 
more cowardly form of anonymous corres- 
| pondence, judiciously selected in tle news- 
| paper office, as indicating that it is mortal- 
| ly afraid that Queen’s is going to get some- 
thing good that Toronto has not. It need 
not be alarmed. I, for one, have not the 
| smallest hope of getting the chair in ques- 
| tion, for 1 have some knowledge of how 
| much easier it is to make suggestions than 
to carry them out. Some people talkin an 
airy way of founding new chairs much as 
Mr. Micawber talked of giving new notes 
| of hand or Mr. Skimpole of buying peaches 
at Mr. Jarndyce’s expense. An enterpris- 
ing interyiowerasked me the other day if 
I would have any new professors to report 
this year in precisely thesame tonein which 
he asked me if we had added any new 
books to the library. Chairs do not spring 
into existence on suggestions from news- 
papers. But perhaps I should not speak 
so hopelessly of the prospect. After all

There isachance, If only the Globe will 
go on denouncing the project, it may be

Fron the article on © ‘The Surroundings 
of the Sun,” by Professor Langk y. in the 
October Contury, the following is quoted 
**Wo can faintly picture, porbaps, how it 
would seem, from a station near the lunar 
orbit, to see tho moon—a fioving world 
rush by with a veloc iby yroater than that 
of the cannon ball in its swiftest flight; but 
with oqual speed its shadow actually tra 
yels along the carth ; and tiow, if wo re- 
turn from our imaginary station toa roal 
one here below, wo are better prepared to 
bee why this flying shadow is such a unique 
spectacle ; for, sinall as it may be when 
seen in relation to the whole globe, it is 
iminense to the observer, whowo entire hor- 
izon is filled with it, and who sees the act 
ual velocity of one of the heavy enly bodies, 
asit wore, brought’ down to him. The 
reader who has over ascunded to the 
Superba at Turin will recall the magnificent 
view and be able to understand the good 
fortune of an observer ~ Forbes —who 
once hal the opportunity to witness 
thence the phenomenon, and uridor a near- 
ly cloudivss sky, “1 porceived,’ ho says, 
in tho south-west a black shadow like that 
of a storm about to:break, which obscured 
the Alps. It was the lunar shadow coming 
towards us.’

South Hastings Teachers’ Association, 


| Becvevitie, Oct. léth, 1884 
APTRRNOON SESSION, 


On reassembling tho President of tho 
Association said the importance of the sub- 
ject of language lessons, and the dificulty 
some teachers meet in teaching it well, had 
induced him to secure the services of Prof, 
Coleman of the Deaf and Dumb Institute, 
where this subject is taught With much suc- 
cess, to.oxplain his method of teaching it. 
Prof, Goleman began by saying that as lan- 
yuage was the expression of ideas, tho 
child must have ideas before he could ex- 
press them, Consequently objects wore 
presented to the pupil of which he was 
taught to. write their names, then he was 
directed to perform some action in connec- 
tion with tho object, and afterwards to 6x- 
préss this action in writing, and in’ this 
way tho different parts of speech, their in- 
tlections, and the different forms of expres- 
sion ave taught, Thu address was practical 
and instructive, and elicited considerable 
discussion, in which part was taken by Miss 
Macinness, Messrs. Le Riche, Dafoe,Sine, 
Gardnér and others, 

On the motion of Mr, G. W. Site, sec- 
onded by Mr. Burke, a hearty vote of 
thanks was tondered Prof. Coloman for his 
able and instructive address, 

Mr, Burke followed with ‘' Hindrimoos 
to Teaching.” He classedthem under four 
licads, faults in our educational system, 
faults to teachers as an individual, faults of 
pupils and faults of parents, Legislation 
actionalone can remedy tho first, the 
others lie mostly in the power of the ener- 
rortic, conscientious teacher, One great 
drawback is the frequent change of teach- 
ors and the number’ who aro every year 
leaving tlie profession.

vessels of ivory,and all manner of Vessels of most 
precious wood, and of briss, and iron, and mar- 
ble.

On cisatlantic shores a company of American

Isit not time to speak by pen, by 
tongue, by ballot-box, by the rolling of the pri- 
son door, by hangman's halter, by earnest 
prayer, by Sinaitic Netanaticint A son of King 
Creesus is said to have been duinb and to have 
never uttered a word until he caw his fathor be- 
ing put to death. Then he broke the shackles 
of silence and cried out: ‘* Kill not my father, 
Creesus.” When I see the cheatery and the 
wantonness and the manifold crime of this 
country attempting to commit patricide, yea, 
matricide, upon our institutidns, it seems to me 
that lips that heretofore have been dumb ought 
to break the silence with canerous tones of fiery 
protest.

else I shall surrender. Hope thou in God. He 
will eet back the-e oceanic tidey of mroral de- 
vastation, Do you know whatis the prize for 
which contention is made to-day? It is the prize 
of this continent. Never since, according 
to John Milton, when Satan was hurled head 
long flaming from the ethereal skies in hide- 
ous ruin and combustion down, have thu 
powers of darkness been so dotermined to win 
this continent as they are now, What o jewel 
it is, a jewel carved in relief, the cameo of this 
planet. On one side of us the Atlantic ocean 
dividing us from the worn-out governments of 
Europe, and on the other side the Pacific ocean 
dividing us from the superstitions of Avia. On 
the north of ua the Arctic nea, which is tho 
gymnasium in which the explorers and navigat- 
ois develop their courage.

Elementary arithemetic by W. J. Os- 
born, of Ameliasburg, was the first subject 
taken up, Hoe said there are three 1oport- 
aut factors in this subject, viz., accuracy, 
nvatuess and despatch, and that the great 
ditticuity in teaching *his subject is to yet 
the pupil to grasp the true relations of 
Members, and that too great care cannot 
be tuken in the start to proceed slowly and 
have have the child thoroughly understand 
every step taken, in an address of over 
two hours he gave one of the best illus- 
trabions of teaching nutation, numeration, 
the siunple rules and mental arithmetic, 
ever delivered before this Assuciation, In 
the discussion that followed Messrs. Lo 
Riche, Ferner, Brown and Dafoe took 
pact. 

The noxt subject was ‘* Elementary 
Drawing” by Miss Hunter, Believille High 
Sehvol. She gave her method of teachiug 
how to draw straight, vertical, horizontal, 
and oblique lines, the division of lines into 
parts, curve hues, compound curves, and 
the conventionalism of fours in nature for 
desigus. An animated discussion followed, 
in which part was taken by Mvssre. Os- 
borue, Ferrier, Datoe, Burke, and others.

the diterent departments of the College, 
and iuspect the workings of the same.

Although a finished education cannot 
be secured in the limited time mentioned, yet a 
fair knowledge of the subject is gained, and with 
those to whose such studies are new a taste for 
high class reading is engendered and an impetus 
yiven in 4 direction which has frequently led the 
member te slake his thirst for knowledge in some 
university. Public libraries would be much 
better patronized and trashy literature thrown 
to the winds could the interest of the masses be 
secured for this modern organization.

To James Wilson Marshall the world jg 
indebted for the discovery wliich started 
the astonishing prosperity of Oalifornia. 
and made anopoch in modorn history, His 
name will live in history, and his poverty 
is & reproach which the citizens of the great 
and flourishing State in which he resides 
ought promptly to remoye, The foundation 
of California's wealth was laid by his im- 
tolligence and sagacity. In loss than three 
years aftor the time at which he discovered 
gold what bud beén previously to his find- 
ing the precious metal, a wilderness count 
ry, was received into tho sisterhood of the 
State, Sacramento has been commemorat- 
ing the admission day of 1850, with pomp 
and enthusiasm, and the presence of the 
Governor and other prominent persons, 
What was said on that occasion, of the 
value of Marshall's discovery and the honor 
given his name, will we trust be supple- 
mented by the substantial recognition ‘of 
the claims of a public benefactor, now in 
old age and poverty after a worthy life, 
not only to freedom from anxiety but to 
plenty. James Wilson Marshall was born 
in Hope Township, New Jersey, in 1812. 
After receiving a plain education he learn- 
ed the trade of a coach and waggon builder. 

He was , 

SMITTEN WITH THE WESTERN FEVER 
when abaut 21 years old, and haying trav- 
elled in Indiana and I}linois, bought a farm 
on the Platt Purchase, near Fort Leaven 
worth, Kansas. His health was poor 
throughout the period of his residence at 
that place, and when his doctor said he 
must either die or seck a change of air, he 
packed up and left. It was on the Ist of 
May, 1844, when he joined a train of one 
hundred waggons bound for that, at the 
time, almost unknown land, Oalifornia. 
The party reached its destination in June, 
1845, ai camped at Cache Creek, about40 
miles from where Sacramento now stands. 
From that point its members took their 
several ways, Marshall anda few others 
went to Suttor’s Fort, Sacramento County, 
where he entered the service of Gen. Sut- 
tor, About a year after this, and after 
Marshall had begun life in the stock busi- 
ness on a farm of two leagues in area,the 
Mexicans made an attempt to prevent a 
body of American emigrants from entering 


(California. This led to the Bear Flag war, 


in which Gen. Sutter, Marshall and others 
assisted as volunteers, Gen. Fremont, of 
the United States military post at Sutter 
Buttes, in the defence of their country- 
men 
FIGHTING WAS YREQUBNT 

and severe. Marshall took part in all the 
engagements of the campaign, which re- 
sulted in a treaty, signed March, 1847, re- 
cognizing the independence of California. 
Marshall then procured his discharge and 
returned to Sutter's Fort, Upon his arri- 
val he found that most of the cattle he had 
left on his farm had been stolen or strayed 
during his absence. He therefore gave up 
his farm, and began arrangements to start 
in the lumber business at Celoma, Amader 
county, 48 active partner with Gen. Sutter, 
who yndertook to furnish thé iidessary 


capital, Work was begun on the miil in 
August, 1847. On the 18th of January 


following, Marshall was superintending the 
building of the mill race. After shutting 
off the water at the head of the race, he 
walked down the ditch to see what sand 
and gravel had been removed during the 
previous night. He strolled to the lower 
end of the race, and stood looking down at 
the mass of debris.

of something that lay lodged in a crevice on 
a rifle of soft granite. He stooped and 
picked up the substance. It was heavy 
of a peculiar color, and different from any- 


thing he had seen in the stream before. 
He reflected as to what kind of mineral 


thefspecimen could be,and finally concluded 
thatit was either mica, sulphurets of cop 

per—or gold. It was too heavy for mica, 
was not britle, as sulphurets, and remem- 
bering that only gold is malleable, he 
placed the nugget an a flat stone and be- 
gan striking it with another. The substance 
did not crack or Hake off, but sey flat- 
tened under the blows, and Marshall was 
satisfied that he had indeed made an im- 
portant discovery. In several days he 
collected a few ounces of the precious 
metal, and as he had occasion to visit Sut- 
ter’s Fort in a short time, he took the 
specimens with him. He informed Sutter 
of his discovery, but the general was  in- 
credulous, and it was not until chemical 
experiments had settled the question be- 
yond all doubt that he would admit the 
mineral was gold, 

AT LAST ALL DOUBTS FADED, 

and the excitoment began to spreak. Tho 
news tlew over the country like wildlire, 
and those whites who were then in Cali- 
fornia went into the quest for gold with

WHAT TO TEACH GIRLS. 

Give your daughters a thorough educa- 
tion, said Mgr, Capel ina recent sermon.

Teach 
them that he only lays up money whose 
expenses are less than his income, and that 
all grow poor whu have to spend more than 
they seceive, Teach them that a calico 
dress paid for fits better than a silken ono 
unpasd for, Teach ‘them that a full, 
healthy face displays more lustre than fifty 
consumptive beauties. Teach them to 
purchase dnd see that the account corre- 
sponds with tlie purchase. Teach them 
good common sense, self-trust, self-help 
and industry, Teach them that ayn, honest 
mechanic in his working dress is a better 
object to esteem than a dozen haughty, 
well dressed idlers. Teach them gardening 
and the pleasures of nature. Teach them, 
if you can afford it, music, painting, ete., 
but consider them as secondary objects 
only, Teach them that a walk is’ more 
salutary than a ride in a carriayo. Teach 
them to reject with disdain alkappearances 
and to use only ** Yes” or *“* No” in good 
earnest. 


LAGE TOILETS. 
Lave plays a very important part in the 
dressing of the day, and a yery handsome 
walking and visiting dress is made of black 
silk and lace.

It is pointed back and 
front, and hasa lace jabot. The length- 
wise plaited sleeve is all of lace and has 
no lining. Another lace toilot is combined 
with cardinalo ttoman. The skirt is of 
cardinal satin, covered with lace flounces, 
In front is a large display of ottoman, fas- 
tened down on either side under a long plait 
which reaches to the lower part of the skirt. 
The ottoman waist opens over a_ tight-fit- 
ting vest covered by alace drapery. This 
drapery is taken down to form 4 small panier 
on tho left side. The waist 1s cnt over the 
shoulders and fillod in with lace insertion 
to form bretelles. The laco collar is of 
ottoman, with a piece of narrow black lace 
around the throat ; the sleeves, which ter- 
minate at the elbow, have the inside of 
ottomon and the outside of insertion ; thoy 
are finished with deep lace ruffles.

that gentiefnan asa teacher. 
statements he makes arse probably from a mis- 
conception of the duties required of a Principal 
of a public school inthese dayr. He is of the 
opinion that in addition to his present duties he 
should also prepare advauced pupils for second 
aod third class certificates, remarking that coun- 
try teachers frequently do this. In these days itis 
rare for them to do any such thing, unless pecu- 
liar circumstance may prompt then to pel uc: 
tion. The preparation of second and third class 
teachers is what the whole High School staff are 
chiefly ongaged on, and in cities and towns when 
pupils pass the entrance examination the public 
schools has very properly nothing more to do 
with them. It would be very foolish for a teach- 
erof a public school in a place like Deseronto, 
where he has more than enough todo in the 
public school work proper, to add to his 
duties as your correspondent #0 modestly sug- 
gests. Asa matter of fact, however,Mr. Emer- 
son, itis wellknown hasin many cases con- 
tinued, with very much additional trouble to 
himself, to teach those who have come to school 
after passing the entrance examination, giving 
them instruction in Geomety, Algebra, Book- 
keeping, &e. It will be thus seen that your'cor- 
respondent has done a grievous wrong, uninten- 
tionally T hope, toa teacher whos doing his 
duty jn the face of many difficulties.

the prisoners, but as the Crown Prosecutor 
brought no evidence against them, the 
Jury returned a verdict of not guilty. 
Zufelt’s sentence fof seven years covered 
both the indictments which were proven 
against him, The parting between Zufelt 
and his wife and infant child was very 
touching. When being taken away the 
prisoner Harrigan used most yile and blas- 
phenious language towards those who had 
taken part in bringing the gang to justice, 
and she received but little sympathy from 
those present. In his address to the Jury, 
Justice Galt paid a high compliment to 
Chief of Police McKinnon for the skilful 
manner in which the chain of evidence had 
been wound around the guilty ones. The 
case has been a diflicult one to work up, 
but by the indefatigable efforts of Chief 
McKinnon the evidence was mado most 
conclusive,

The other five fainilios that regarded 
the Sabbath were all prospered, Right or ten 
of thé children are consistent members of tho 
Church. Some of them become officers in the 
Church, One ik a ininister of the Gospel ; one 
ia a wissionary to Cliina, “No poverty among 
nny of them, The homest ad is now. in. the 
hands of the third generation. Those who have 
died have died in the peace Of the Gospal, Oh, 
there nothing ina household that remembers 
God's holy day?

of last wook, Mossps, Clarke, Campboll, and 
Dowsberry left the city on the yacht Jo 
lanthe, of which Mr, Clarke was part owner, 
fully equipped for duck shooting and mans 
fishing On Tuesday afternoon 
about Ll o'clock, Land Mr, Jno, M. Pringle, 
Who withmowas visiting Hay Bay ort tish 
ing and shooting trip, whilst rowing from 
Thompson'é Poittdn niy skill, mot the Jo- 
lanthe, and saw Moassra, Clarke aud Camp 
bell on board, toyethor with Mr. Clarke's 
sottor dog. Wo passed close to the yacht, 
but did not speak to them, The yacht re 
turned to the Bay on Thursday about noon, 
and anchored under Poeunoll’s Island. Sho 
had then but. two boata in tow, and as it 
was then blowing shard and a heavy sea

rolling, 1 did not attempt to visit her, 
After she anchored no one seomed to 
leave her, at least up till dark. Fri- 


day being a shooting day in the preserve, 
their object in coming on Thursday was 
no doubt to shoot on tiie next day, I

The friends of Mr. Dewsbery will be 


-glad to hear he is safe, and from parties 
! who went,to Hay Bay yosterdayraftarnoon 


wo have gleaned tlie following further pat 
ticulars. It appears thattClarke and Dows- 
bery started about 3 o'clock ithe morhiig 
in separate boats for the shooting ground, 
when on the way Dewsbery went to the 
shore to secure the necessary shooting per- 
mit. \It being“ very dark, the two could 
see each other, but Dewsbery’s call 
before reaching shore wss answered by the 
deceased. Having récoived the permit 
but 
finding his calls unanswered he proceeded 
up the creek, believing that deceased hud 
gone ahead, and naturally not anxious wh- 


| til daylight appeared with no companion in 


view. Upon his return the’ body of Mr. 
Clarke had been found as recorded above. 
Deceased appeared when found as if sleep- 
ing, and Dr, Abbott gave it as his opinion 
that he had died without a struggle. | 

Many theories have'been adyanced as bo 
the cause of the accident, the. most likely 
of which is that, rising in his boat he made 
a false step, and was precipitated into the 
water, Under ordinary’circimstances the 
deceased could have extricated himself, but 
impeded as he was by two lhoavy overcvats, 
the pockets of which were filled with loaded 
cartridge, the weight was too. much to be 
overcome, Dewsbery remained .to bring 
back the Jolanthé, which was towed! ontot 
Hay Bay, and the body of deceased reachud 
the city at 9:30 last evening.

Temperance Convention, 


The Scott Act to be Submnittod—The County 
and City Falling Into Line. 


(From our Own Correspondent. ) 

A convention of temperance workers of 
the County was, by circular, called to meet 
in the Presbyterian Church in Madoc on 
Tuesday, the 28th inst., andat the same 
time a Committee in Stirling had called a 
County Convention of similar workers to 
meet at Stirling on Wednesday, the 29th 
inst. Both Conventions met, those who 
met at Mado on the 28th inst. adjourning 


At the Madoc Convention the organiza- 
tion was effected by appointing Mr. Mack- 
intosh, Public School Inspector, Chairman, 
and Mr, E, D. O'Flynn Secretary. ‘The 
delegates who were present, nearly ‘all of 
whom were from the northern Townships 
of the County, gave ‘the state of public 
opinion in their Townships as to the sub- 
mission of the Scott Act. These opinions 
were most favorable, all the delegates assur- 
ing the Convention that in the Townships 
they represented there would be majorities 
in favor of the Act. 

A resolution was then -unanimously and 
most enthusiastically passed, declaring that 
the time had come when “the effort: should 
be made to carry the Scott Act in the Coun- 
ty of Hastings. 

Conyeners wore then appointed for cach 
northern’ township, these convetiers to call 
public meetings in their own townships and 
thus to organize them, 

The conyention thety adjourned to mect 
at Stirling onthe following day. 

The Stirling Convention was called to 
order by the Rey. O. R. Lambly, M. A., 
and as the officers who had been appointed 
the previous day at Mado¢ had not yet ar- 
rived, Dr, Boulter, ex-M. P. P., was ap- 
pointed chairman and Mr. A, McClatchio, 
of Sidney, Secretary. 

The attendance at this convention 
very much larger than that at Madoc, there 
being representatives from Madoc, Hunt- 
ingdon, Hungerford, Marmora, Sidney, Raw- 
don, Thurlow, Tyendinaga, Deseronto, Tren- 
ton and Belleville, and the earnestness dis- 
played augurs well for the success of the 
movement, 

A resolution similar to the one passed at 
Madoc was then submitted, pledging fideli- 
ty to the temperance cause, then belief in 
the Scott Act asa means to curtailing the 
traftic of intoxicating liquor, and a step to- 
wards tho dawn of a glorious day when 
total prohibition would be carried in this 
country, and thereby the highest and best 
interests of our country would be consery- 
ed.

As 
the 6 élye miles\down the pass con- 
tain so ry lieavy work,-which would 
require considerable time to accomplish, it 
was dcomod to run in a tempor- 
ary line, in order that the track and sup- 
plies might be pushed on towards Kam- 
loops, that the Company might reach that 
place by the time stipulated in their 
contrast. The Government have reserved 
aufficigut fands to construct the permanent 
line. this short temporary line is the 
heavy grade which is so much commented 
upon. This grade was caused by running 
dowu into the yalley and then up again,in- 
stead of keeping up on tho. hill side and 
grudually descending, as the permanent 
line willdo. It might be remarked hero, 
that on no part of the permanent line is 
the grade steeper than should be expected 
inso mountainous a country. It is,in fact, 
mach loss than that employed on any othor 
of the trans-continental) railroads. 

Tholast five miles of the Kicking Horse 
Pass contained numerous engineering diffi- 
culties, which have been surmounted. 

Here three tunnels, 275, 250 and 600. feet 
long respectively, have been pierced and 
oxcellentl . finished off. Within this short 
distance the river will be spanned four 
times by Howe trusses. Six crossings were 
originally resolved on, but two were saved 
by diverting the river. Indeed, so difficult 
did piece appear, that old contractors 
laug the idea of Mr. Rosa’ attempting 
to ge track past it in 1884, but. now 

the laugh is the other way, for by the 
middle of October the grading in the Rock 

Mountains will be finished, and the pal 

will, in all probabilities, be laid thirty milos 
beyorid the Kicking Hore Pass beforo 

December. On the 28th of September the

came to them. Moral degradation was 
rampant among them; the priests were 
licentious and inthe lowest moral condi- 
tion ; lust extinguished shame ; virtue and 
modesty were ladehed at; suicide was 
common, and purity there was none; tho 
age was Godless, Stoicism was tho one 
redeeming foature of the time, but this, too, 
lapsed. Tet among all this schools of 
philosophy oxisted, art flourished and 
civilization was at its highest. He called 
upon thoso who say that civilization is 
capablo of regenerating mankind to give an 
explanation of the state of things then ex- 
isting. Such was the lamentable condition 
of affairs when the teachings of Christ went 
forth. What did Christianity offer in ex- 
change for the splendid ritual of Judaism? 
Only the Cross. A symbol then of all that 
was vile, but now tho emblem of the high- 
est civilization. There were three ways 
adopted to turn the Christians from their 
religion—by introducing moro sensual 
forms of worship, by circulating spurious 
religious books and by persecution ; but all 
had failed and Christianity proceeded on 
its conquering way. It might be asked why 
the Ronians persecuted the Christians, as 
that nation was not intolerant and general 
y 4 ad mations to 
aac renin hy, afa f ley not lacs Christ 
in the Pantheon with their other gods? It 
was becauso the Christians themselves ob- 
jected and declared that the Pantheon it- 
self must come down. What was the re- 
sult? Inthroe centuries afterwards the 
mighty Roman empire was crumbled to the 
dust before the force of truth. The Jow- 
ish temples were ruined and the Jews scat- 
terod over the face of the earth. Although 
the Jews asserted that Christ was not the 
Messiah, yet the Jewish religion disappeared 
before His teachings. In reply to a ques- 
tion put as to what wore the causes for this 
vast chanye, an infidel had replied that tho 
sword of Constantine, who had espoused the 
cause of Christianity, was the reason, The 
sword of Constantino, however, was just 
three hundred years too late, for the 
change had taken placo already. Con- 
stantine himself did not believo in 
Christianity, but sided with the Christians 
from motives of policy. That went to show 
how great a power Christianity had even 
then become, Gibbon, the speaker said, 
had given five reasons for this extraordin- 
ary advancement of the Christian religion. 
First the inflexible zeal of the carly Chris- 
tians, but that did not explain the matter. 
He would have to explain the origin of 
that zeal. Why did they,after their leader 
had been put to death,and they wore deem- 
ing everything at an end, suddenly rouse 
themselves and go forth preaching the 
Gospel? From whence camo, this oxtra- 
ordinary zeal? From none other than the 
resurrection. The second reason given by 
Gibbon was because Christianity taught 
the doctrino of future life, but that had 
been everywhere taught before, either in 
the absorption of Buddha, the metempsy- 
chosis of rahina or the shadowy under- 
world of the Hebrews and the Greeks. Be- 
sides, it was not a sensual paradise that 
was depicted, but an abode of punty. Such 
a doctrine might have been expected to 
have exercised a contrary influenco. The 
third reason given is the miraculous powers 
of the early Christian Church. He doos not 
grant the miraculous powers, and attri- 
butes the extraordinary growth of christian- 
ity to a series of impostures. Tho fourth 
reason was tho pure and austere morals of 
the Christians. This might account in part 
for the change, but not for all. Tho fifth 
reason is that Christianity is a perfect or- 
ganization, but, as Gibbon says in another 
part of his book that the Christians had no 
organization at all, it had better bo left 
without comment. The fact was that no 
natural explanation could be given for the 
rapid advance of the Christian Church. The 
offect of Christianity was that it brought to 
the front the Christian virtues. The scop- 
tics would say that there was no such thing 
as Christian virtues, and that virtue had 
always oxisted. Ho, however, held other 
views. Christ made cortain virtues. For 
the first time in the world it was assorted 
that humility wasa virtue. Humanity was 
another. Thore was no such virtue known 
then, Humanity with the Romans meant 
culture, but Christianity taught lovo for 
manasa man alono, The domestic virtues 
woro also taught for tho first timo, the duty 
of the husband to the wife, and the parent 
to the child, In thoso days woman was a 
slave and infanticide considered no crime, 
and in roforming this, Christianity did 
what had never heed dono in the world 
bofore, Tho birth of Christ was the death 
knoll of tyranny andalavery. Christianity 
gave to woman tho position she occupics tu 
day. A gre8 deal has beon said about tho 
dignity ot labor.
